THE HOUSE NEAR OXFORD. 
(By " L.H.B”) 


AM thinking of a road out of Oxford 
that, inning in the busy traffic of 
Carfax, gradually drops the tumult of the 
pavement as it winds into the quiet of the 
open fields. My objective is only some five 
miles away, a distance well within the 
walking powers of any ordinary person, 
especially as "buses are available for the 
return journey if required. The road 
climbs, and, as the view from it brpadens 
out, fancy gets busy with the past; for 
history has written many of its stirring 
pages in these fields and woods that 
stretch on all sides away to the sky-line. 
Names come back, and deeds worthy and 
unworthy make a stir in memory, as the 
spirit of the bygone centuries claims 
company with the wanderer, and 
whispers the here and there of things that 
do not die. 
One wonders‘ what way went escaping

Maud when King Stephen 's playing of | 


the game of war for a throne was, for 
the moment, too strong Íor her, and she 
fled for her life eight centuries ago. 
Winter held the land in its grip, and to 
make detection less likely, she donned a 
robe of white and got away across the 
snow. 

Lying north of the road the ruins of 
Godstow Abbey take our thoughts back 
seven and a half centuries to her who, 
seeking to strike a balance ‘twixt this 
world and the next, came to the conclu- 
sion that to be a king’s mistress did not 
tilt the scale, and decided to think things 
out in the quiet of a cloister. Death 
' early settled matters for her, and beauty 
had not altogether left her cheek when 
the hushed nuns watched the body 
lowered to its first resting place near the 
High Altar. Fourteen years later an 
indignant bishop had it removed to a 
grave outside in the churchyard. Rumour 
had not even then begun to whisper what 
Jater generations said out loud about the 
part a jealous Queen Eleanor had in Fair 
Rosamond’s death. 


A NOTABLE HIGHWAY. 


Something nearer in time, but still in 
the twilight of history, de Montfort of the 
Mad Parliament. comes to mind. 
Bearding his King with the Provisions 
of Oxford, he made the year 1258 a date 
in the long struggle for power between 
monarch and people, and hereabouts 
played a hand that for a time, at all 
events, made the mighty game go in his 
favour. 

Kings and-their troubles kept Oxford 
busy, and never more so than when 
Charles I. tried conclusions with his 
Parliament. It was from Chalgrove 
Field that John Hampden rode away, to 
die a few days later of his wounds, and 
Cropredy Bridge was fought in the 
following year, 1644. All around the 
tumult of war disturbed the quiet of the 
countryside, and with uneasy wonder the 
hamlets must have listened to the 
marching in the night, as Charles slipped 
to safety while enemy armigs rested 
complacently at Eynsham and _ Islip, 
confident that they had him caught in a 
trap. 

The wayfaring is over a highway full 
of interest. Some five miles out of 
Oxford, on the top of a little hill, there 
stands a church whose beginnings were 
about the time that John was finding out 
‘that a throne can be very uncomfortable, 
and that ruling and rest do not necessarily 
go together. In that church a congrega- 
tion still worships, but the quiet of over 
seven centuries is about it, and the old 
walls keep the secrets of times long gone 
by. At hand, in the year 1350, was built 

a residence for the Abbot and the monks, 
and Oumnor Church and Cumnor Place, 
as the house was called, faced the chdfi@e 
and chance of life, and watched the 
generations come and po, 


“COURT GOSSIP. 


In the year 1560 Queen Elizabeth had 
been two years reigning. She was then 
twenty-seven, and, as might be expected, 
had an admiring eye for handsome men. 
Lord Robert Dudley was one of the most 
attractive men in her Court, and as good 
looks and a fine figure were combined with 
the grace of courtly manners, it is not 
surpmsing that she treated him with 
marked consideration. He was a year 
older than the Queen, but had been ten 
years married, having taken a wife when 
only eighteen, Oddly enough, it is his 
wife’s maiden, and not her married, name 
that gomes down to us linked with the 
tragedy that ended her comparatively 
short life. 

Amy Robsart was the beautiful 
daughter of a Devonshire knight, Sir 
Hugh. Robsart of Lidcote Hall, and, as 

far as we know, the early years of her 

married life were happy. The facsimile 
of a letter written by her hangs in the 
old church, and it refers to her husband 
in terms of respect, if not of affection. 
Gradually Lord Robert Dudley began 
to be more and more at a Court to which 
he never brought his wife. When a 
Queen, and that a youthful one, 
competes for a man’s favour, the wife at 
home is like enough to become acquainted 
with loneliness, and Amy Robsart knew 
what it was to wonder why her lord 
delayed. his coming. Then, as now. 
people noted things and gossiped, and 
gossip travelled in Elizabeth’s days as it 
travels in ours, and Amy was not allowed 
to remain ignorant of the fact that her 
husband was high in favour with his 
Queen. Nay more, people went so far as 
to say he was only waiting for his wife’s 
death to enter into a marriage that 
would make him a sharer of the throne 
of England. : 


WHERE SCOTT ERRED. 


Visitors to Cumnor Church will notice 
a tomb, whose elaborate Latin epitaph 
has, for seven centuries, proclaimed the 
virtues and social importance of Anthony 
Foster of Cumnor Place, the house near 
the Church. The said Anthony was in the 
service of Lord Robert Dudley, and to 
Cumnor Place came Amy, in or about the 
year 1560. On the 3rd September in that 
year, Queen Elizabeth told the Spanish 
‘Ambassador that she intended to marry 
the Archduke Charles, and on the 11th 
of the same month she informed him that 
she had changed her mind.

Oysters. 


The month has an “r” in it, and we can 
eat our oysters again with impunity. 
With. the succulent bivalves come, too, 
the partridge and the pork sausage; but 
the latter cause no real excitement, the 
oyster is the thing. How should it be 
eaten? There*are some barbarians who 
grill their oysters; that is a solecism. 
Others swallow them soused in white 
wine ; to the true oyster lover that is a 
finicking faldal. The proper way is to 
sprinkle the oyster gently with. tabasco 
and lemon juice, savour it with a gentle 
pressure of the tongue, and swallow. The 
operation is completed with the aid of a 
thin slice of brown bread and a deep 
draught of stout, served in a tankard. In 
that way one gets all the satisfaction of 
the gourmet and all the pleasure of the 
poet; for, after a dozen or so, one scan 
lie back and dream that one is rocked in 
the oyster beds of Connemara, while the 
Atlantic breaks into lullabies.. How many 
oysters may be safely eaten? It is a 
matter of taste. There was a.man I knew 
who ate twelve dozen; but he ts dead.

service. He hails from  Killynick; 
Fermanagh. and was educated at Ferra 
School, Westmeath. He was ten years in 
the Civil Service before, in 1893, his first 
book, “The Awkward Squad,’’ came 
before the public, and, twenty years later, 
the Ulster Players, . with ‘ Primrose 
Jane,” launched him as a playwright. 
Then came the deluge of war, and in 1917 
we find Mr. Bullock on the secretariat ol 
the Irish Convention. In 1922 the Irish 
Literary Society produced his play, “ The 
Turf Cutters.’’ I wonder how many of us 
are acquainted with his work, which, if 
not the greatest, is competent and quietly 
appealing. His pictures of life in the 
North are accurate, and delineated with 
sure insight; and it is interesting to lay 
side by side his studies of a Protestant 
peasantry with those of the Roman 
Catholic peasantry from the pens of the 
South. The result of such comparison is to 
see how far deeper lie the roots of race 
than those of any other factor in Irish 
character. 


Rainbows. 


An absolutely. perfect rainbow is very 
rare; so, because I have seen one, I think 
myself lucky. I was sheltering beneath a 
tree, when the rays of the setting sun fell 
on the drops of a passing shower, and 
there appeared in the eastern sky the most 
exquisite rainbow I have ever beheld. One 
end of the arc rested in a field at the edge 
of a wood, and the colours were so vivid 
that the green of the trees was turned to 
a light shade of yellow. The other end 
Was on the sea, and it seemed as though 
a fountain of colour were being spouted up 
out of the water. I am certain that if an 
artist had painted that rainbow as it 
actually flamed, he would be criticised as 
having exaggerated the brilliance and 
splendour of the colours. The definiticn 
of the seven bands of colour may, perhaps, 
be imagined when I say that the two sub. 
sidiary bows that appeared above and 
beneath the principal arc were as clear as 
the kind of rainbow usually seen. 


A Theatre Artist. 


Probably .the most attractive part of the 
productions at the Malvern Theatre, in 
connection with the Shaw Festival, was 
the magnificence of the costumes and 
scenic settings designed for the five plays 
by Mr. Paul Shelving. Occasionally the 
audiences were so surprised by the 
pace | splendour disclosed 
by the rise of the 
curtain that applause 
was spontaneous from 
all parts of the 
theatre. 

Before he went to 
t h e Birmingham 
Repertory Theatre, 
Paul Shelving was 
fairly well known to 
people who took 
interest in theatre 
settings and costumes, 
but the opportunities

tent support of Sir Barry Jackson, have 
enabled Shelving to reach the front rank 
of contemporary scenic artists. Some- 
times he seems too lavish and daring in 
his use of the brightest colours, but 
always his ensembles are a delight to the 
eye. Since he became stage designer to 
the Birmingham Repertory Theatre, ten 
years ago, he has achieved an inter- 
national reputation for beautiful and 
original work. Two years ago he received 
the Gold Medal of the French Ministry of 
Fine Arts for work. exhibited at the Arts 
Evhibition in Paris. 

In addition to “Back to Methuselah” 
and “‘ Heartbreak House,” he has designed 
notable stage settings for “The Immortal 
Hour,’’ “ Romeo and Juliet,” “Harold, 
“The Witch,” “BRomersholm,” “The 
Marvellous History of St. Bernard,” “ Don 
Giovanni,’’ “The Farmer’s Wife,’’ and the 
much-discussed “ modern-dress’’ version 
of “‘ Hamlet.” 
for “ The Apple Cart” are likely to make 
London gasp in amazement, particularly 
those for the third act, where purple is 
very boldly used under the tinsel-paper 
fountain that roused the ire of at least 
one critic.

It is interesting to know that even 
before the Wright brothers made the first 
successful aeroplane flight in 1903, an 
air mail, complete with air mail stamps, 
was in existence. This may, at first sight, 
seem to be ridiculous, but it is a fact, 
nevertheless. The palm goes to New 
Zealand, where, in the year 1898 private 
companies issued air mail stamps for a 
regular pigeon post which was establis ed 
between Auckland and Great Barrier 
Island. Each company used different 
stamps, and one stamp, triangular in 
shape, with a pigeon in the centre, bore 
the lettering: ‘‘ Auckland-Great Barrier 
Island Pigeongram.” Although the air 
mail was not officially recognised, and was 
suppressed in 1899, philatelists are willing 
to pay enormous prices for one of these 


specimens, as few collectors can boast of 


possessing such a philatelic rarity,

She agreed with me 
that he was dead. 


Lord Dunsany’s New Book. 


Lord Dunsany occupies a distinguished 
position in the literary estimation not 
only of Ireland and England, but also of 
America, and his first collection of verse, 
to be published 
shortly by Messrs. 
Putuam, is sure to 
attract much atten- 
tion. 

Lord Dunsany’s 
genius is typical of 
his native country, 
and this may account 
for a partial lack of 
appreciation in Eng- 
land for some of his 
most imaginative 
work. Some of his 
work, however, has 
achieved popularity, 
and his one-act play, 
“A Night at an Inn,” is a favourite with 
amateur dramatic societies in England. 

In the last quarter of a century Lord 
Dunsany has issued about twenty books, 
and their comprehensive character shows 
the wide reach of his intellect. He 
appreciates the beauty of language, and 
particularly in his plays, such as “The 
Flight of the Queen,” he touches great 
heights of imagery. 

Lord Dunsany has contributed frag- 
ments of poetry at various times to 
English and American journals, and it is 
from these that he is making a selection 
for his coming book. . 


Mr. Herbert Weld. 


The destruction by fire of Lulworth 
Castle, Dorset, adds yet another to the list 
of historied buildings which have perished 
in fire this year. The castle was the 
property of Mr. Herbert Weld, whose 
career is typical of the best in English 
character. Educated at Stoneyhurst and 
Oxford, where he is Fellow of Queen’s 
College, he has travelled through Persia 
and Cyrenaica in the interests of 
archeology; he led the expedition to 
Persepolis, the fruits of which, in moulds 
of reliefs, adorn the British Museum and 
the Louvre, and in 1922 financed the ex- 
cavation of ancient Kish in Iraq, whence 
the finds were removed to rest side by side 
with those of Sir Arthur Evans from 
Crete, in the Ashmolean Museum of 
Oxford. Mr. Weld has not occupied all 
his talents in reconstructing the past. He 
travelled Somaliland and Abyssinia to the 
Sudan, mapping the areas through which 
he passed; in 1905 he also mapped the 
Blue Nile. Incidental to all this he has 
done some big game hunting, bagging a 
record elephant on the border of 
Abyssinia. He is at home in a yacht 
upon the waters, as he is on camel or 
foot over desert and jungle, and to the 
thrills of his peace occupations he added 
the thrills of war as correspondent to 
the Morning Post in South Africa in 
1900. It is a career which makes one’s 
mouth water: and, though such a man 
must be a philosopher, the loss of Lul- 
worth Castle, for both extrinsic and 
intrinsic reasons, must be a bitter blow. 


Reading Irish Authors. 


I have heard many people complain cf 
the way in which the modern [Irish 
authors tend to drift away from Ireland 
and from Irish themes; but whose is the 
fault? Mr. St. John Ervine says that no 
Irishman ever buys a book; and there is 
something in the taunt. It is curious that 
while the ebullition of national] spirit has 
produced a number of authors of high 
talents who set out to describe and 
interpret modern. Ireland, their work has 
been done at the cost of considerable self-

sacrifice; for the national spirit has not) 


been strong enough to bring them Irish 
readers, Many could turn out readily 
work with a cross-Channel or cross- 
Atlantic appeal which would amply repay 
them. They do not do this because they 
feel that their duty lies at home. Pecple 
of this generation have only the right to 
complain, if the authors succumb to that 
temptation, when they buy their works. 
and keep them on their shelves and 
drawing-room tables, as their forbears 
did the works of Carleton and Lever, 
Mangan and Davis, and a host beside. 
There is hardly a small farmer’s house of 
any secure competence which does not 
boast those volumes. Has the taste of 
this generation in reading declined, in 
spite of educational facilities ? 


A Grammatical Need.

THE MILKY WAY. 


From Our ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


THE PLANETS. 


ERCURY is an evening star, but, 
after the manner of planets when 
evening stars in autumn, sets too soon 
alter the Sun to be visible. Venus ‘is 
still a bright object in the morning skies, 
and will be so to the end of the year, 
though with slowly diminishing lustre. 
Her stellar magnitude is still -3.4. In the 
telescope the planet is becoming of little 
interest, her disc being small and her 
phase gibbous. She,will not be seen to 
advantage again till well on in 1930. She 
is moving through Cancer and Leo, passing 
a little South of the Presepe cluster on the 
5th and 6th, and very close to Regulus on 
the 24th. 

Mars sets less than an hour after the 
Sun, and is invisible. 

Jupiter rises soon after 10 p.m.. on the 
Ist, and at 8.18 p.m. on the 30th. He is 
the planet for the telescope this month, 
and for the rest of the year. He is in 
Taurus, near Aldebaran, and rises high in 
the heavens. No other planet can compare 
with Jupiter as telescopic object, when 
well placed, as he will be during the 
present autumn and winter. His noble 
disc, attaining between 40 and 50 setonds 
of arc in diameter, is increased by a very 
moderate telescope to the dimensions of 
the full Moon, and the changes thereon 
are very easily visible. His rapid rotation, 
too, causes all his features to pass in 
review before the observer in the course 
of an evening’s work. If this were not 
enough, his satellite system provides a 
miniature Solar Svstem, with solar and 
lunar eclipses, occultations, etc., all com- 
plete. As he does not come to Opposition 
till December 3rd, there will be ample 
opportunity for observing the pre- 
Opposition phenomena, when the shadows 
of the satellites precede them across the 
planet, and the satellites disappear into 
eclipse on the left of the planet in the 
telescope. In the present month there 
is no eclipse of the 4th satellite, but both 
disappearance and reappearance of II., 
and III., may be observed. Of I., either 
the disappearance only (belore Opposition, 
as this month), or the reappearance only, 
can be observed. 

The dates of some conveniently placed 
eclipses this month are here given :— 
September 6th, II. is eclipsed from 
9.16 p.m. to 11.37 p.m. ; 9th. I. disappears 
at 9.45 p.m.; 13th-14th, IT. is eclipsed 
from 11.51 p.m. to 2.12 a.m.: 16th, III. 
reappears from eclipse at 11.3 p.m., and 
I. disappears at 11.39 p.m. 

Shadow transits may be seen as follows: 
September Ist-2nd,- shadow of I. from 
10.45 p.m. to 12.54 a.m. ; 8th, the shadow 
of II. is on the planet earlier in the 
evening, and the satellite passes off the 
disc at 8.32. p.m.; 10th, shadow of I. is 
on the planet from 7.7 p.m. to 9.16 p.m. ; 
17th, shadow of I. is on the planet from 
9.1 to 11.10 p.m.; 22nd. shadow of FI. 
from 8.39 to 11.0 p.m. ; 24th-25th, shadow 
of I. 1s on the planet from 10.55 p.m. to 
1.4 a.m.; 29th-30th, shadow of I from 
11.15 p.m. to 1.36 a.m. (N.B. These 
times are not summer-time). 

Saturn is still to Be seen in the early 
evening, but low in the S.W., and badly 
placed for observation. He sets at 9 p.m. 
at the end of the month. 


THE MOON. 


New Moon on the 3rd, at 11.47 a.m. 

First Quarter on the 10th, at 10.57 p.m. 

Full Moon on the 18th, at 11.16 p.m. 

Last Quarter on the 26th, at 2.7 a.m 

The Full Moon on the 18th will be the 
Harvest Moon, and will, indeed, be a more 
emphatically “ Harvest” Moon than 
usual; for the Moon is in her ascending 
Node on the 23rd, and crosses the Equator 
from South to North on the 19th, a com- 
bination which means that her path makes 
almost the maximum possible angle with 
the Equator at the time of passing from 
the Southern to the Northern Hemisphere, 
and that her increase in North Declination 
is the most rapid possible. There will, 
therefore, be the maximum possible amount 
of Moonlight in the evenings following the 
18th. The Moon also will be visible to the 
observer in evening hours till well past 
her Last Quarter, rising on the 26th at 
10.6 p.m., and on the following night at 
11.24 p.m. 

The Moon will be in conjunction with 
Saturn on the 11th, with Jupiter on the 
24th, and with Venus on the 30th. None 
of the conjunctions will be close. There 
will, however, be a rather close conjunc- 
tion between Venus and Neptune on the 
27th, when only 20 minutes of are will 
separate the two planets, Neptune being in 
the South. This will be a good oppor- 
tunity for the small telescopist of finding 
Neptune. The early morning hours of the 
27th will be the best time to look for him. 


THE SUN, 


The Sun enters the Sign of Libra on 
the 25rd, at 12.9 p.m. He is then setting 
at the North Pole, and rising at the 
South, and day and night are equal al! 
over the world. 


THE STARS, 


Midnight on the 1st; 11 p.m. on the 
15th; 10 p.m. on the 30th. On the 
meridian are Pegasus and Aquarius. 
Cepheus is overhead. The preceding side 
of the Great Square of Pegasus is within 
a few minutes of the meridian. Just over 
the Southern horizon, and in line with the 
same side.of the square, is the bright star 
Fomalhaut, the furthest South first magni- 
tude star that we ever see. It is the 
leading light of the constellation Piscis 
Australis; or the Southern Fish. The 
Great Square is a most useful sky-mark, 
because its two vertical sides are almost 
exactly an hour apart. and coincide very 
nearly with the meridians of XXIII. and 
XXIV. hours respectively. ‘The often 
repeated question of the puzzled beginner 
in astronomy, ‘‘ Where is the first point 
of Aries?’’ is best answered by directing 
the inquirer to find the Great Square of 
Pegasus, and produce the line of its 
eastern side by its own length south- 
wards, when the point so found will. be 
very near that important, but unmarked.

They heard, he said, a 
great deal about the dignity of labour, but 
there was the risk that a student, alter 
leaving the university, would be inclined 
to fold his arms and let the other fellows 
do the hard work whilst he benefited by 
their labours. He, therefore, asked the 
committee to bear in mind the possibility 
that he might be right in suggesting that 
there were far too many students attend- 
ing the universities. 

On the other hand,

For the week ended 26th 
August there was an increase of 820 in 
the number of persons seeking employ- 
ment through the Labour Exchanges in 
the province, the total being 34,368, as 
against 35,548 for the previous week, and 
the greatest advance occurred under tem- 
porary stoppages, which now stand at 
5,559, an increase of 380. The number 
of people returned as wholly unemployed 
was 28,238, which showed an advance of 
290, while there was also an increase of 
150 in the casual workers, who numbered 
2,771. 

Of course, these figures do not by any 
means give the real position with regard 
to the persons unemployed in the six 
counties. They only indicate the numbers 
on the official registers; but there are 
thousands more whose names do not 
appear, as, for various reasons, they are 
debarred from benefit under the various 
Employment Acts.

The illusion is further heightened 
by the remarkable arrangement of the 
stars in streams and loops, resembling 
necklaces, pendants and other rich pieces 
of jewellery. The globular cluster, 
‘15 Messier,’’ in Pegasus, is also worth 
looking up, but it is in a region undis- 
tinguished by bright stars or other marks 
to describe its position, and requires a 
star atlas, or an equatorial telescope, to 
find it. It is a dense mass of very small 
stars. with a dark rift, resembling the 
silhouette of a bird in flight, near the 
middle of it. This is probably one of the 
darkenebulee, of which so many have been 
diseovered of iate in photographs of bright 
regions. 

The Milky Way, which, at the time of 
year relerred to in these notes and the 
hours above given, passes across the 
heavens from the N.E. horizon through the 
zenith to the W.S.W., will repay the 
searching even of a small telescope, with 
a low power and large field of view. Even 
if nothing of scientific importance is met 
with, the observer’s eyes will be delighted 
with an endless procession of stars of all 
magnitudes and colours, pairs, clusters, 
loops, and streams; with an occasional 
nebula of more or less strange shape. This 
amusement has the advantage of being 
able to defy the vagaries ef the atmos- 


phere, which are the bane of the observer

The “Optional Clause. 


Now that the focus of European interest 
has been shifted from The Hague to 
Geneva, public opinion during the next 
few days is likely to be concentrated on 
the discussion by the League of Nations 
Assembly of the socalled ‘optional 
clause” of The Hague Statute.

The Salient. 


Last Sunday, the 50th (Northumbrian) 
Divisional Memorial was unveiled at 
Wieltje, near Ypres, by Field-Marshal 
Lord Plumer. ‘The historic Salient now 
has many memorials to testify to the 
valour of those who died in its muddy 
trenches. With the possible exeeption of 
the Marne, the Ypres sector saw the most 
decisive actions of the war. lt was there 
that the Germans introduced poison gas, 
and, but for an inexplicable pause, must 


have broken through to the Channel ports. | 


It may be said that the soldier who fought 
on the Western front, but never marched 
past the shattered Cloth Hall, was like 
the countryman. who came to Jondon and 
did not cross Piccadilly Circus. A new 
generation is growing up, and the great 
n.me of the Ypres Salient is passing into 
legend. Native energy and foreign 
generosity have enabled a new city to 
spring up upon the, heroic ruins of 1918, 
In a few more years the older among us 
will walk through a new Lille Gate, and 
will look in vain for the scarred brickwork 
that spelt shelter in a grimmer age. Here 
and there portions of the old ramparts, 
where the great. Duke of Marlborough 
once stabled his horses and where the 
headquarters staff of the defending 
infantry brigades lived through those 
uncasy cays, will sing an epic to reviving 
memory.

AN INCREDIBLE SCHOOL.

“ KEEPERS OF YOUTH “ AT 
THE GAIETY THEATRE. 


At the end of the third act of Mr. Arnold 
Ridley’s ‘Keepers of Youth’ Mr. Lake 
brings down the curtain on a fit of ironic 
ijaughter. Funny, he thinks everything about 
Brentley School, but when he says “ tunny 
he really means very much more than meiely 
humorous. As a school Brentley seemed 10 
deserve his irovic mood. 

Alex. Lake was Brentley’s newest master, 
and. like all the others in the masters’ 
common room, he had failed at some other 
work before he became a schoolmaster. As he 
comes to know his new colleagues, he 
recognises men with whom no decent person 
ae care to associate. The headmaster, 
Gordon-Duff, has a past that dare not be 
revealed, and because of that past he is afraid 
of his sports-master, Knox. Of Knox himself 
audiences are asked to believe that he was 
once a champion boxer, and that he still 
‘‘ plays for Kent in vacation.’’ In fact, Knox 
is a vicious bully, without either morals or 
manners, for whom Lake s epithet, “ swine,” 
libelled the useful pig. The second in com- 
mand, Mr. Stade, is a toadying sneak, who 
bléats about the ‘‘ dear old school’’ when 
something. hasty has to be concealed. 
Sullivan, the second assistant, spent twenty 
vears in thé school, always awaiting the end 
of the term to make his departure. At the 
age of sixty-five he just drifted—grooved. 
In Mr. Jarvis is a complete fool who has 
failed six times at his matriculation, and is 
well on the way to a seventh feilure. ‘These 
are '' The Keepers of Youth ’’—the men upon 
whom, according to Gordon-Duff, “ there rests 
the gravest responsibility, the shaping of 
characier.”” If these be fair specimens ot 
English schoolmasters, Sir C. F. Trevelyan 
will need to act drastically and quickly. 

Of course, there is exaggeration—vone 

expects such from the author of *‘ The (ilwst 
Train ”; just as it may be believed that this 
play would never have been staged had 
“Young Woodley’’ not been a financial 
success. but ‘‘ Keepers of Youth has 
nothing of ' Young Woodlev 's ” fragrance: it 
displays only death and decay where Mr. 
Van Druten displayed ‘‘ love's young dream.” 
Here a master may take advantage of an 
assistant matron with impunity, but a prefect 
may vot take a girl to a cinema without 
expulsion. Young Venner’s life may be rated. 
but the “ honour of the dear old school ” and 
Mr. Gordon-Duff’s reputation are both saved. 
Knox may continue his vicious career in the 
school, while Lake and Millie, the assistant 
matron, go to a new life on a Canadian tarm. 
W hile there is much of interest in this play, 
it is. on the whole, false. Character has heen 
sacrificed to caricature, and the drama that 
might have. proceeded from the clash of 
Gordon-Duff and Knox, or of Knox and Lake, 
has been diverted to make melodramatic pro 
paganda. 
_ The acting was competent without distine. 
tion, “nd the programme annovncement_ that 
it is the ** complete production from the Duke 
of York's Theatre, London,” is not borne 
out. The settings may be the same, but the 
cast is not. The play was staged in Mey last 
in: London, and ran but for. a short time. 
Ap we see it staged now. the reason for the 
saort run is plain enough: the play suffers 
from the author's inability to decide whether 
he wanted to write a morality or a “thriller.”

Following a meeting which he arranged, 
Loucheur submitted an offer which 
indicated an advance, but which did not 
go beyond guaranteeing to Great Britain 
half the loss of which he had complained. 
For days things dragged on. 
On Thursday, August 22, a meeting of 
at 


the other four creditors was held, 
which it was decided to make a fresh 
offer. Towards.midnight of that day M. 


Jaspar called on me to verbally communt- 
cate the nature of a new offer. It showed 
practically no advance upon the offer 
which we had already rejected, and M. 
Jaspar was informed that it was quite 
unacceptable. 

COMING TO AN ISSUE. 

The possibility of a deadlock seemed. now 
more likely than at any time <ince the new 
negotiations had been begun. The British 
delegation came to the conclusion that it 
was necessary to take steps which would bring 
matters to a final issue. I addressed to M. 
Jaspar a communication asking that we should 
have the proposals of the other creditor 
Powers in a final and definite form, in writ- 
ing,’ without further delay. For the next 
two days the other creditor Powers were in 
constant session, and at the «nd of their 
deliberations we received a further communi- 
cation. The British delegation considered 
this memorandum, and it was decided that 
I should write a short note expressing our 
regret that it showed no appreciable advance 
on the previous offer, and was altogether in- 
adequate. 

Matters had now apparently reached a com- 

lete ‘deadiock. In these circumstances the 

ritish . delegation decided to for the 

summoning of the six Powers that afternoon 
and for a plenary conference on the follow- 
mg morning. When this request was pre- 
sented to the other delegations, we found 
that the French, Belgian and Italian delega- 
tions had made a similar request. It was 
learned that the French delegation had re- 
served accommodation on the Parts train that 
evening 

This meeting, which marked the turning 
point im the conference, assembled in the 
Committee Room at 5 o'clock. M. Briand 
made an impassioned plea to put the interésts 
of Europe before any paltry financial con- 
sideration. In my reply to him I said that 
I agreed—that long as conciliatory 
measures were likely to be fruitful we had 
been willing to continue. We had, however, 
been waiting for three weeks. and, now, as a 
final offer, we were asked to accept one-half 
of our. legitimate claims. 

The end of the conference seemed at hand, 
but developments were imminent “which 
showed once more that the darkest hour 1s 
before the dawn

IN DESPAIR. 

By 11.55 we had got within two hundred 

and forty thousand pounds of the British 


claims. M. Jaspar was in despair. “I 
cannot, do more,” he said, “you have 
emptied all our pockets.’’ ‘‘Go through your 


pockets again,” I said very kindly, “1 am 
sure you will find enough to cover what re- 
mains between us.” ‘You told me you 
had a very kind heart,” he said. ‘‘ You are 
a bit too hard; I have never met a man 
like you before.” 

I agsured him that out of the kindness 
of my heart 1 wished him to continue his 
efforts, as | was certain that he would vet 
succeed, Then someone had a brain wave 
a hitherto undiscovered means of giving us 
the sum we needed was discovered, and by 
midnight our demands were accépted, and 
the Conference was saved. | | 

It has been commonly asserted in the 
foreign Press that the British delegates were 
fighting only for some sordid materia] gain. 
It is ‘quite true that we were demanding 
vur just rights in the distribution of repara- 
tions, These were by no means unimpor- 
tant, although a sum of two million pounds 
is infinitesimal compared with the enormous 
financial sacrifices this country has made in 
the form of debt remission for the benefit of 
our Continental debtors. We had reached 
the limit of our quixotic generosity. We 
could not allow Great Britain any longer to 
be regarded as the milch cow of Europe. 
Of far greater importance were our social and 
international rights, and our determination 
that imternational agreements should be 
respected. uí 

| am convinced that our stand will make 
a profound impression on our future relations 
with other countries of Europe. The rights 
and influence of Great Britain In inter- 
national diplomacy have been  re-asserted, 
Lhere will be no reversion to the spineless 
policy of recent years. We have won 
respect from the nations with whom we have 
been in friendlycontroversy during the Jast 
four weeks, 


I made the condition at the outset of the 
wonference that ‘ireat Britain would not 
accept any concessions to oul claims at the 
expense of the smaller Powers, or of 
Germany, That condition has been main- 
tained. 


A SACRIFICE. 

Aiter the final agreement had been reached 
I ‘voluntarily sacrified some share of the 
unconditional ‘annuities to which we were J 
entitled, im order that they might be 
divided amongst the smaller yations, and 
these concessions won their very ardent 
ratitude and respect. \ 
iú or ms the conference the personal 
relations between the British delegates and 
those of the other Powers have been of the 
most cordial and friendly character, 
contrast to the bitterness of 
personal attacks made on me in some 
the Continental Press. 

PERSONAL TRIBUTES. 

I cannot conclude without paying respect 
to the leaders of the other delegation. M. 
Briand’s wise statesmanship and conciliatory 
spirit have contributed to the success of the 
conference. 

Dr. Stresemann, Leader of the German 
Delegation, who had his own interna] polit 
cal difficulties, while maintaining the interests 
of Germany, showed a willingness to «co. 
operate which was commendable. To M. 
Jaspar, the Belgian Prime Minister, came the 
difficult task of maintaining contact het ween 
the patties. 

Tact, good humour, and patience were in a

I should just like to make one further 
acknowledgment of our gratitude and thanks 
for the unanimous support ef the British 
Press and British public opinion. Without 
this it would have been quite impossible for 
ut to achieve our object.

of suggested. amendments té the Education 
Act, which were submitted by, the Belfast 


Education Commifiee. “These ‘will be sent 
forward to the Northern Ministry of 
Education for consideration im connection 


with the drafting of the amended Education 
Act, which will come before the Northern 
Parliament early next year, 

The suggestions were as follows :— 

There should be a clause in the Act 
whereby one education authority shal] make 
contributions to another, education authority, 
the first 


where children from the area of 
authority attend schools provided by the 
second authority. 


The Act should be amended so that when 
a school is offered on transfer by absolute 
assignment, lease, or yearly tenancy, the con- 
veyance, lease on tenancy agreement can 
be prepared without the preliminary step of 
having to draw up. an arrangement for 
transfer. 

The procedure under the Act 
neglect of the school attendance regulations 1s 
too slow. : 

Steps should be taken to the 
Education Act and Factory Act line 
with regard to the age of employment oí 
young persons. 

The enforcement of laws and regulations 
with regard to street trading by young 
persons should be carried out by the police, 
and not by officers’ of the education authority. 

MEDICAL INSPECTION. 

The provision for the medical inspection 
and treatment of school children should be 
taken out of the Education Act, and put 
in the new Local Government Act, so that 
the service is included in the Estimates of 
Health. Departments, and 


the Public 
administered by them instead oí the 
of school 


education authorities. 

Medical inspection 
should be compulsory, as in England. 

The use of elementary schools for election 
purposes should be abolished, or, if this is 
not possible, all elections should be held on 
Saturdays. 

Another reeommendation was that edvca- 
tion authorities should not: be compelled to 
contribute half the cost of the upkeep of the 
schools under the management of four and 
two committees unless they are satisfied that 
the school shall be carried on for a term of 
years to be agreed upon. 

Alderman James A. Duff, J.P., Chairman 
of the Education Committee, in submitting 
the minutes, dealt with the suggested amend- 
ments in detail, and urged that members of 
the UCouncil who are in Parliament should 
carefully consider them. 

THE ROMAN CATHOLIC SCHOOLS. 

Alderman Richard Byrne (Nationalist) said 
that they were not prepared to hand ove) 
the control of Catholic schools to any com 
mittee, and he would. like to know from the 
Chairman of the Education Committee, if 
they had an amendment. ready in the interests 
of thejr people, would it be accepted by the 
Education Committee and sent to the 
Ministry ? There- was no doubt whatever that 
a strong effort would be made in Parliament 
to give protection t6 the Catholic com- 
munity in regard to education. They were a 
poor section of .the community, and they had 
to build their schools and be given large sums 
of money before the Act was put into opera- 
tion, and if they were still to labour under 
the grievance of paying rates for new schools 
he was prepared to say that they would 
rather do so than hand ever the control of 
their schools. It was unreasonable that they 
should be asked to pay additional taxes for 
education when they could not take advan- 
tage of it. 

Alderman Duff-- How can I say T will accept 
an amendment J have never seen, ami how 
can I bind myself or give any assurance” on 
behalf of the committee ? 

Alderman ‘Byrne—Except you will sav that 
the matter will be considered. It might be 
said later that no suggestion was put before 
the Education Committee. 

FREE BOOK SUGGESTION. 

Alderman Midgley moved an amendment 
that the minute deferring the provision of 
free books for public elementary school chil. 
be referred back. and that it -be an 
instruction to the committee to grant them. 
His motion to give the books was defeated 
at the committee |v nine votes to seven. 

“We have fought this battle before. and 
we intend to have it fought to-day again,” 
caeclared the Alderman, who stated that he 
had « maadate from Dock Ward to raise this 
question. 

Councillor Kilpatrick (Nationalist) 
seconded, and Councillor Mrs. M‘Coubrey. 
Councillor M‘Alevey and others supported. 

Councillor Chevne, wie oppesed, said that 
these hooks. would cost £20,000 a vear, Books 
were now provided for needy children. It 
was not so im Scotland. where educational 
tradition was very high and better than in 
england, If free books were universally 
adopted in our country districts it would 
mean that well-to-do farmers. who fay little 
or no rates, would get their children’s books 
supplied by the taxpavyer—in other words, 
Jargely by the Belfast citizen. 

Alderman Mrs. M‘Mordie said that to be. 
fin to spend money- where it was not abso- 
lutely necessary was very foolish, indeed. 
They had a lot of leeway to make up in re- 
garda to the building of schools. 

FREE BOOKS. 

Alderman Duff complained that Councillor 
Kilpatrick wished to have free hooks’ for the 
children, while his peeple would do nothing 
te facilitate the working of the Education 
Act; but they came up whining and trying 
to put their hands as deep as they can into 
the public purse in the name of humanity 
and good sense. The Education Committee 
had only a measure of control -in about 
seventy or eighty schools, and in 150 schools 
in Belfast the Education Committee was 
treated with the utmost ‘cortempt, if not 
with ignominy... He was not in favour of 
granting free buoks at the present time. 

The amendment to give free - books 
defeated by 22 votes to 15. 
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DANGER OF INTERFERENCE 
WITH TRANSMISSION LINES. 

Last July the Free State Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce issued a warning to the 
effect that power was about to be transmitted 
on that portion of the Shannon Transmission 
Jiines known as Loop I., and that unauthor- 
ised interference with those transmission 
lines would mean almost certain death. 

_ It is now necessary to issue a further warn 
ing, as power Is about to be transmitted ox 
the -portions of the transmission network 
known as Loops JI. and III. and the 110 kV.

Trades Union Congress was opened here 
to-day, It was attended by 7 delegates, 
representing four million workers -in 
Great Britain and Ireland. | 

In his presidential address, Mr. Ben 
Tillett, M.P., referred to the great pro- 


gress of the movement since the Congress 
met in Belfast thirty-six years ago. | 
“To-day the trade unions are an integral 
part of the organisation of industry,” he 
suid. “The whole! range of collective bar- 
gaining is wider how, taking account of 
economic questions, which in former years 
employers insisted upon excluding from the 
purview of the unions. I make no apology 
for claiming for our movement that we are 
as much concerned with world economics as 
we are concerned with international politics, 
and should be as intensely interested in 
financial movements as any orgaisation of 
employers, any bank, company or financial 
use. ; 
none complained of the attitude of the Bank 
of England in raising the bank rate without 


consultation with. or consideration. for, im- 

dustry. ~*~ ; 
Stressing the importance of Empire trade, 

Mr. Tillett said :—‘‘ We must organise as 


America has organised. We must mobulise 
our resources on an equal scale. An island 
nation cannot do this, bat a world common- 
wealth can. The British Empire has a 
greater potential home consumption than the 
United States. The greater the efficiency of 
an industry along the proper principles, the 
better the conditions of the workers. There 
is no greater sign of inefficiency in industry 
than unemployment.’’ He commended the 
Malchett Trades Union Congress report, and 
suggested the establishment of a national 
economic council to assist industry. 
Through ’ skill ‘and industry the workers 
have created a civilisation which, he said, 
outrivals in realism and the magic of its 
arts the marvels of the “‘ Arabian Nights": 
vet civilisation’s rewards have left but the 
sordid and squalid as the heritage of the 
great mass of toilers. The wage-earner 
lives in a brutalising environment, Im. 
potently struggling only too often against 
the frustrations of poverty, always In peril 
of health, often at the risk of death. We 
here to-day a mighty movement 
dealing with the host of problems that face

time. Their “importance could not be 
exaggerated. As a result of them the 
General Council, for the first time, were 
in consultation with the two bodies re- 


presenting the organised employers of the 
country. The invitation extended to the 
General Council by the Confederation of 
Employers’ Associations and the Federa- 
tion of British Industries marked a for- 
ward. step of great significance in the de- 
velopment of trade union policy, and 
brought them, as he believed, within sight 
of the goal at which Congress had been 
aiming; when the responsible bodies repre- 
senting the wage earners, on the one hand,’ 
and the organisers of industry, on the 
other, could sit down together to consider 
their mutual relations and the problems of 
industrial reorganisation without sacrifice of 
principle. In a concerted effort to achieve 
real efficiency and economy in the conduct 
and control of the economic enterprises which 
sustained the national life, the unions had a 
practical contribution to make. 

The progress of industry depended upon 
financial policy, and financial policy should, 
therefore, be so framed as to secure the 
best interests of industry. In his opinion, 
industry should control finance and not 
finance industry. One of the indexes of how 
industry had been affected in 1929 was to be 
found in the capital issues of the first six 
months of 1929, as compared with the same 
period in 1928. In 1928 capital issues 
totalled £244,000,000 ; in 1929 but £174,000,000. 
This had actually had a restrictive effect 
upon the expansion of industry. Against this. 
if was gratifying to find that the exports cf | 
British’ goods in the first seven months of 
1929 showed an excess of £9,000,000 over the 
corresponding period of 1928. On the other 
hand, it must be remembered that there had 
been added, in the meantime, many hundreds 
of thousands of new entrants to industry. 
Their export trade must expand at a greater 
ratio if those unemployed at present were 
to be reabsorbed into industry, and if places 
were to be found also within the industry 
for the new entrants per annum. 


FUTURE POLICY. 

Trade union policy in the future must have 
a new direction. To do its duty to its 
members, the movement must take into full 
account the great changes which have taken 
place in world economics during the last 
decade. Finance had been a far more domi- 
nant factor in the direction of indfstry. 
Much: of the balance of international financial 
control had migrated to the United States. 
The debts she accumulated during the war 
were but one of the reasons for this migration, 
The vast natural resources of America, her 
tremendous home consumption, her ever-ex- 
panding prosperity—these, too, must be taker 
into consideration. The Croesus of the 
Western world awaited interest and her 
sinking fund. These Britain had to supply. 

What in thése circumstances can we do? 
he asked. We must organise as America 
has “ organised. We must mobilise our 
resources on an equal scale. An island 
nation cannot do this, but a world common- 
wealth can. The British Empire has a 
greater potential home consumption than the 
United States. She has a larger population, 
vaster territories, greater natural resources. 
In this era of peace, and strivings after peaca 
in the international sphere, one hears little of 
economic peace among the nations. Tariff 
barriers are being raised; not broken down. 
[ hold, therefore,- that the trade union 
movement must follow with the closest atten- 
tion the proposals which are being made for 
the organisation of the British Common- 
wealth as an economit unit. 

TRADE WITHIN THE EMPIRE. 

The great Dominions are peopled by men 
and women of our own flesh and blood. 
Inter-impeérial trade is growing, but not at 
a rate fast enough to recompense us for 
the loss of other markets. In the interests 
of the worker, everything possible should 
be done, all avenues should be explored to 
increase inter-imperial trade. This can be 
dorfe "in a way which will not lead to 
economic warfare with. either Europe or 
America, and it can be done witheut pre- 
judice, but .to the advantage. of our Iellow- 


workers throughout the British Common: 
wealth of Nations. 
They had already given official support 


to the rationalisation of industry, he said 
provided adequate safeguards were given to 
the workers. The tendency towards rational. 
isation and amalgamation was inevitable. It 
was, therefore, their duty to see that the 
results of the tendency were beneficial to 
the workers. After all, what was the Trade 
Union Congress itself but the rationalisation 
of the trade union movement. So it was 
with British industry to-day. They had to 
contend with the . rationalised industries of 
other. countries in the world’s markets. If 
Britain was tg maintain even her present 
position, much less regain her previous posi- 
tion, or, better still, overstep her greatest 
past, the scattered units must unite to form 
one. frbút. 

But amalgamaiion was but one process in 
the plan cf rationalisation. Rationalistion 
meant the most complete application of science: 
and scient'fic organisation to industry—in 
plant, processes.and production. The future 
of industry depended upon the progress of 
research. Those industries which were suc- 
cessful in Britain to-day, and in which the 
percentages of unemployment were low, were 
those industries which had organised them- 
selves on sc entific lines, had carried on con- 
siderable research, and had not been afraid 
to scrap obsulete plant in the cause of 
efficiency, The second best was never good 
enough if the best could be obtained. The 
other industries which were to-day depressed 
must foliow the same course.

mediate consideration oí the unemployment 
problem, The implementing of the Melchett 
report and suggestions, adopted jointly last 
March, would help them to tackle the tunda- 
mentals of the difficulty. It was their duty 
to stress the urgency of the problem. A 
State Economic Council should be formed, 
representing the Government and the two 
responsible bodies of organised labour and 
capital. This council should have authority 
in matters of finance, banking and credits, 
concerning the State and industry in regard 
to overlapping credits, and including recon- 
sideration of the “ gold standard,” as a basic 
factor of trade ad exchange. The experi- 
ment of a National Economic Council on the 
lines suggested had proved an amazin 
success for France, where unemploye 
workers were counted merely by the hundred, 
a state of affairs that was staggering in 
contrast with Britain’s excessive unemploy- 
ment by the million. Germany also could 
be estimated as a miracle of industrial re- 
covery, aided by the work of a National 
Economic Council. 

The worker was more interested in the 
prosperity of industry than the shareholder, 
the director or the manager. His stake in 
industry was his livelihood and the lives of 
his wife and family. It was his duty to see 
that his industry was properly run and that 
industry as a whole was efficient. It was 
equally his duty to devise ways and means 
for the improvement of his industry. It was, 
moreover, the duty of the representatives of 
the trade union mvuvement to indicate direc- 
tions in which the organisation of industry 
could be improved and to make practical, 
concrete proposals, 

For those industries which were not making 
profits at the present time, he urged the 
establishment of State research stations. It 
was true that some of their depressed in- 
dustries, such as cotton and wool, had now 
their joint research associations. The work 
of these associations should be developed. It 
should also be determined that organised 
labour should be directly represented on the 
bodies governing the State research stations 
and the industrial research associations. 

In the present position of their movement, 
the greater the prosperity of industry as a 
whole the greater the approach to that final 
state of the worker for which they were all 
striving. Experience had taught them that 
to achieve’ results they must be practical. 
There could be no truce with inefficiency In 
industry. 

A VERITABLE REVOLUTION. 

If he had said litile about the present 
political situation, and the triumph of 
organsied Labour in the general election ol 
May: last, it was not because he did not 
rejoice in that triumph, There were dele- 
gates present now who were also present, as 
he was, at the last Belfast Congress thirty- 
Six ago. The Labour Party did not 
then exist. It was his privilege as a member 
of the Parliamentary Committee (as it was 
called in those days) to move a resolution 
proposing the Ex ná by the trade 
unions of a political fund to secure inde- 
pendent Labour representation in Parliament. 
To those who could remember the political 
situation of Labour three or four decades ago 
a veritable revolution had taken place. Two 
powerful parties then divided the politica! 
field, and alternately deluded and betrayed 
the working people who voted for them. ‘The 
very notion of forming a working-class party 
to challenge capitalist pretensions was treated 
as fantastic and ridiculous. Yet that party 
was formed, and those who shared the 
pioneering efiort had lived to see the Libera! 
Party destroyed and the Conservative Party 
placed in a position of secondary importance, 
whilst the Labour Party had become the 
largest party in the House of Commons. A 
Government which owed nothing to wealth 
or social privilege had been placed in office. 
Nothing could minimise the significance ol 
this achievement. It crowned the political

CIVIC WELCOME. 
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THE LORD MAYOR’S SPEECH. 


The Lord Mayor of Belfast (the Right Hon. 
Sir William Coates; Bart.), at the opening ol 
the Congress, extended a civic welcome to the 
delegates. 

Sometimes when friends remain too long, 
he said, one is apt to gay that they have 
outstayed their welcome. Now, to this there 
is an obverse side, which surely applies to 
your case; for we can truly say that you 
have ‘‘over-prolonged your absence.’’ It is 
thirty-six years since your Congress last met 
in Belfast, so, I think, we may well regard 
your present visit as much overdue. How- 
ever, better late than never, and we are ee 
you are with us to-day, with so many dele 
gates from all parts of the British Isles. 

Continuing, the Lord Mayor said that he 
desired to take the opportunity of congratu 
lating their President (Mr. Ben Tillett) upon 
occupying so important and responsible a posi- 
tion. It was an honour to which he was well 
entitled, for not only was he exceedingly 
popular and held in the highest esteem, but 
he filled the office with dignity, ability and 
acceptance. (Hear, hear.) Those who could 
recall the last Congress in Belfast would re- 
member that it was of small dimensions com- 
pared with the present one. During the in- 
tervening years trades unionism’ had grown 
and extended, and it now wielded a mighty 
influence throughout the land. None of them 
wanted to return to the days of feudalism, 
any more than they wanted tyranny and 
persecution on the part of any group of men. 
When conducted properly no one should ob- 
ject to trade unionism. It was all for the 
good of the community that there should be 
ideals of comradeship among the workers; 
that they should be organised for collective 
bargaining with their employers; that the 
peaceful progress of industry should be 
sought by a mutual co-operation between 
employer and employed. 

CAPITAL AND LABOUR. 

Why sheuld not Capital and Labour work 
hand in hand’? They were all eager to foster 
and advance their industries, to improve the 
conditions of the working-classes, and to add 
to the happiness and contentment of the 
people. What better way could those ends be 
achieved than by co-operation and good-will? 
They did not want strikes; they did not want 
lock-outs—they were always disastrous and 
left bitter feelings. They wanted peace and 
harmony. (Hear, hear.) They did not want 
one side trying to get the better of the 
other. When one section of the community 
was hurt the whole suffered. Therefore, they 
wanted all to join together in the interests 
of the common weal. With feelings of equity, 
an enlightened self-interest and mutual for- 
bearance, they were bound to sneceed and go 
ahead. 

“I would like to congratulate the Congress 
on the work accofnplished in regard to hours 
of labour, the conditions of employment, and 
the social status of the workers.’’ continued 
the Lord Mayor, “ Especially have you done 
much to raise’ the standard of education. 
which is of such vital consequence ‘n face of 
the keen foreign competition. Unfortunate!y 
the dark cloud of unemployment still hangs 
over Great Britain, and we in Belfast, in 
common with other large centres, have sut- 
fered severely from industrial depression. 
This is an exceedingly difficult problem, and 
cannot be solved by the wave of a wand. It 
must be dealt with seriously, firmly, and witt 
foresight. The tusk may seem herculéan, but 
we must not be too pessimistic, for if we 
display the courage, determination, and unity 
exhibited in 1914-1918, when we were in the 
throes of a world war, we can make good and 
win through. (Heat, hear.)

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AERODROME 
BELFAST. 


SUBSIDY REQUIRED BEF ORE 


CONSTRUCTION STARTS.” | 
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The new aerodrome which it is proposed to 
build at Sydenham on the estate of the 
Belfast Harbour Commissioners was the sub- 
ject of discussion yesterday when the mem- 
bers of the Belfast Chamber of Trade met in 
the Carlton Restaurant. 

The President, Major J. T. Duffin; M.C.. 
explained the work of the committee engaged 


.on the matter, who had met Colonel Edwards, 


of the National Flying Services, Limited. The 
situation was peculiar; the company was a 
commercial one, subsidised by the Govern- 
ment. For the purposes of the Belfast service 
a second subsidy from the city or its neigh- 
bourhood would be needed. 

Two ends would be achieved by the estab- 
lishment of the aerodrome—the formation of a 
flying club, and the provision of aerial taxis. 
as they were termed, between Belfast and 
Great Britain at a guaranteed service of six- 
pence a mile. 
PRICE OF THE SITE. 

The Harbour Commissioners had signified 
their readiness to let land for a site for the 
aerodrome at Sydenham at a rental of: £550 a 
year. The Nationa) Flying Services were 
prepared to spend £7,000 in the equipment of 
the aerodrome. The Ministry of Labour had 
intimated that they would consider the work 
as part of the unemployment relief scheme, 
and this would still further reduce the outlay. 
National Flying Services were prepared to 
pay a rental of £250; thus there was a matter 
of £200 or £250 between the parties. As soon 
as the difference was guaranteed he felt he 
could safely ‘say they would start to provide 
the service. 

Mr. J. M. Thompson said he held that the 
expense should come on the rates. The 
President said a suggestion had been mad- 
that the Corporation should seek power to do 
so in their next bill. 

Sir Frederick Cleaver suggested that the 
relief might be only temporarily required as 
the company could take its own landing fees. 
The Harbour Commissioners, he said. were 
giving the ground for nothing. They had re- 
claimed it and spent a considerable sum of 
money in doing so. The proposed rental 
would only cover this. 

On the motion of Mr. J.-M. Thompson, 
seconded by Mr. W. J. Price, J.P., the 
following resolution was passed :— “ That this 
Chamber favours the proposal to establish an 
aerodrome and guaranteed flying services on 
the Harbour Commissioners’ site, and trust 
that ways and means can be adopted to facili- 
tate its immediate development.” 

On the motion of Mr. James Boyd, seconded 
by Councillor Sweeney, a resolution was 
passed congratulating the organisers of the 
T.T. Motor Race and those who took part in 
it on its success, and expressing the hope that 
the race would be repeated in the future. 
BELFAST CORPORATION DEFERS

GENERAL: COUNCIL’S 
REPORT. 
DECREASED MEMBERSHIP. 


The report of the General Council sub- 
mitted to the Congress in the afternoon stated 
that there is an increase of six in the number 
of societies affiliated to Congress, and the 
total membership has fallen by 201,698. The 
fall in membership is largely due to the heavy 
losses of the Miners’ Federation, “ as a conse- 
quence of the calamitous conditions prevailing 
in the coalfields, and the exciusion of the 
National Union of Seamen."’ ‘The report 
adds ‘‘that the Council are satisfied that 
many of the affiliated unions are now making 
steady progress towards recovery of lost 
ground, and hope that next year it will be 
possible to show a marked improvement in 
the situation.”’ 

Dealing with the general election in May 
last the Council states that the result, under 
& practically unrestricted franchise was a 
striking demonstration of the progress of 
Facey labour. In the formation of the 
Labour Government the trade union move- 
ment received recognition of the efforts and 
sacrifices it had made, three members of the 
General Council being appointed to respon- 
sible offices in the Government—Mr. J. H. 
Thomas as Lord Privy Seal and Minister of 
Kimployment, Miss Margaret Bondfield as 
Minister of Labour, and Mr. Ben Turner as 
Mimster of Mines. Two other members of 
the General Council won seats in the new 
Parliaament—Mr. Ben Tillett at North 
Salford, and Mr. A. G. Walkden, at Bristol 
Soath, whilst three others who held seats 
in the last Parliament were successful in 
retaining them—nameiy, Mr. John Bromley, 
Barrow-in-Furness; Mr. Arthur Hayday, 
Nottingham, West, and Mr. W. Thorne, 
Plaistow, West Ham. 

UNEMPLOYED BLIND. 

Mr. F. Gillespie, Belfast National League 
of the Blind, moved a resolution to the effect 
that, in view of the beneficial results accruing 
from Circular No, 8, issued by the Genera! 
Council on 14th November, 1927, to the loca] 
authorities in England and Wales on the 
subject, of provision for unemployed blin.4

authorities had up till the present failed to 
take the necessary steps to make provision 
under the Blind Persons Act.
